Resolution  authorizing  the  Municipal  Transportation  Agency,  through  its  Director  of 
Transportation  (or  his  designee),  to  accept  and  expend  $22,570,000  in  STIP  funds  from 
the  State  of  California,  or  if  transferred  to  the  Federal  Transit  Administration,  as  part  of 
FY  2007/2008  federal  section  5307  or  section  5309  fixed  guideway  funds,  for 
construction  of  the  Muni  Metro  East  Maintenance  and  Operations  Facility,  excluding 
administrative  overhead  costs. 


WHEREAS,  AB3090  allows  an  agency  to  use  local  funds  to  advance  a  project  in  an 
earlier  year  than  the  date  presently  programmed  in  the  State  Transportation  Improvement 
Program  (STIP),  and  get  reimbursed  with  STIP  funds  at  a  later  date;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  August  5,  2004,  the  CTC  adopted  the  2004  STIP,  with  an  amendment 
approving  the  AB  3090  reimbursement  transaction  for  the  Municipal  Transportation  Agency's 
(MTA's)  Metro  East  Maintenance  and  Operations  Facility  Project  ( the  "Project");  and 

WHEREAS,  In  the  2004  STIP,  the  State  programmed  a  reimbursement  in  the  amount 
of  $22,570,000  for  the  Project  in  Fiscal  Year  2007/2008  ("AB  3090  Reimbursement  Funds"); 
and 

WHEREAS,  Once  these  AB  3090  Reimbursement  Funds  are  appropriated  by  the 
State,  they  will  either  be  awarded  directly  from  State  STIP  funds  or  transferred  to  the  Federal 
Transit  Administration  for  inclusion  in  either  MTA's  FY  2007/2008  Section  5307  or  Section 
5309  Fixed  Guideway  Formula  Grant  apportionments;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  November  1,  2005,  the  MTA  Board  adopted  Resolution  No.  05-167, 
which  approved  an  agreement  between  the  City  and  the  San  Francisco  County  Transportation 
Authority  (SFCTA)  ("AB  3090  Loan  Agreement"),  in  which  SFCTA  agreed  to  loan  $22,570,000 
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in  Proposition  K  funds  to  MTA  to  allow  the  Project  to  proceed  in  advance  of  receiving  the  AB 
3090  Reimbursement  Funds,  which  agreement  was  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on 
January  10,2006;  and 

WHEREAS,  Under  the  AB  3090  Loan  Agreement,  MTA  will  reimburse  the  SFCTA  with 
the  AB3090  Reimbursement  Funds;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Secretary  of  Transportation  is  authorized  to  make  monies  available 
pursuant  to  the  Safe,  Accountable,  Flexible,  Efficient  Transportation  Equity  Act:  A  Legacy  for 
Users  (SAFETEA-LU)  for  mass  transportation  projects;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  MTA  is  an  eligible  claimant  for  FTA  Capital  Assistance  projects  under 
SAFETEA-LU  Sections  5307  and  5309;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  5307  is  a  formula-apportioned  resource  that  may  be  used  for  any 
eligible  planning  or  capital  purpose;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  5309  Fixed  Guideway  is  a  formula-apportioned  resource  that  may 
be  used  to  build  fixed  guideway  systems  or  modernize  and  enhance  existing  fixed  guideway 
systems,  including  repairing  and  purchasing  rolling  stock  to  operate  as  part  of  the  fixed 
guideway  system;  and 

WHEREAS;  The  grant  contract  for  financial  assistance  will  impose  certain  obligations 
upon  the  applicant,  including  providing  the  local  share  of  project  costs;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  local  share  of  project  costs  will  be  funded  using  a  variety  of  sources, 
including  San  Francisco  County  Sales  Taxes  (Prop  K)  and  Regional  Measure  2  (Bridge  Toll) 
funds;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  U.S.  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  requires  that  in  connection 
with  the  filing  of  an  application  for  federal  assistance,  the  applicant  give  an  assurance  that  it 
will  comply  with  Title  VI  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of  1964  and  DOT  requirements  implementing 
that  Act;  and 
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WHEREAS,  It  is  the  goal  of  the  applicant  that  disadvantaged  business  enterprises 
(DBEs)  be  utilized  to  the  fullest  extent  possible  in  connection  with  this  project  and  that 
definitive  procedures  be  established  and  administered,  consistent  with  federal  law,  to  ensure 
that  DBEs  have  the  maximum  possible  opportunity  to  compete  for  contracts,  supplies, 
equipment  contracts,  or  consultant  and  other  services;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  MTA  Director  of  Transportation  (or  his  designee)  must  execute 
agreements  to  complete  transfer  of  the  funds;  and 

WHEREAS,  There  is  no  allowance  for  indirect  costs;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  waives  inclusion  of  indirect  costs  in 
the  grant  budget;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  on  behalf  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  the 
MTA  is  authorized  to  accept  and  expend  $22,570,000  in  STIP  funds  from  the  State  of 
California,  or  if  transferred  to  the  Federal  Transit  Administration,  as  part  of  FY  2007/2008 
federal  Section  5307  or  Section  5309  fixed  guideway  funds,  for  the  Muni  Metro  East 
Maintenance  and  Operations  Facility  Project.

WHEREAS,  The  appointing  authorities  for  such  bodies  strive  in  selecting  members  to 
promote  both  diversity  and  balance,  in  order  to  enhance  both  the  breadth  of  community 
representation  and  the  quality  of  decision-making  in  the  conduct  of  the  City's  business;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Excessive  absenteeism  by  individual  members  of  such  bodies  detracts 
from  the  achievement  of  those  goals  and  potentially  skews  the  decision-making  process,

Resolution  Authorizing  Submission  of  an  Application  to  the  California  Housing  and 
Community  Development  Department  for  an  Enterprise  Zone  Designation  for  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

WHEREAS,  The  State  of  California  Enterprise  Tax  Incentive  Program  (hereinafter 
known  as  the  "Enterprise  Zone  Program")  is  an  economic  development  program  that  offers 
businesses  located  in  economically  distressed  areas  special  tax  credits  and  incentives  in 
order  to  stimulate  local  investment  and  employment;  and 

WHEREAS,  Businesses  located  in  an  Enterprise  Zone  are  eligible  for  substantial  tax 
credits  and  benefits  including:  1)  up  to  100%  net  operating  loss  carry-forward,  which  may  be 
carried  forward  15  years;  2)  $29,234  or  more  in  state  tax  credits  for  each  qualified  employee 
hired;  3)  sales  tax  credits  on  purchases  of  up  to  $20  million  per  year  of  qualified  machinery 
and  machinery  parts;  4)  up-front  expensing  of  certain  depreciable  property;  4)  net  interest 
deduction  for  lenders;  5)  preference  points  on  state  contracts;  and  6)  rollover  of  unused 
Enterprise  Zone  tax  credits  to  future  tax  years. 

WHEREAS,  California  cities  and  counties  may  apply  to  the  Department  of  Housing  and 
Community  Development  for  an  Enterprise  Zone  designation;  and 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  initially  received  an  Enterprise  Zone  designation  in  1992  for 
approximately  1 1  square  miles  in  the  eastern  portion  of  the  City,  as  depicted  in  the  San 
Francisco  Enterprise  Zone  map  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  ,

WHEREAS,  The  Mayor's  Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce  Development  (hereinafter

[Ground  Lease  of  Redevelopment  Agency  Land  for  Kokoro  Assisted  Living  Facility.] 

Resolution  approving  the  Redevelopment  Agency  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco's  lease  of  land  at  Assessor's  Block  674,  Lot  33,  commonly  known  as  1881 
Bush  Street,  southeast  corner  of  Bush  and  Laguna  Streets,  San  Francisco,  California 
(the  "Site")  in  the  Western  Addition  A-2  Redevelopment  Project  Area,  to  the  JAPANESE 
AMERICAN  RELIGIOUS  FEDERATION  ASSISTED  LIVING  FACILITY,  INC.,  a  California 
nonprofit  corporation,  for  69  years,  with  a  30  year  option  to  extend,  for  the  purpose  of 
maintaining  a  fully  licensed  assisted  living  facility  for  low-  and  moderate-income  senior 
households  with  some  market  rate  housing. 

WHEREAS,  The  Agency  and  the  City  desire  to  preserve  and  increase  the  City's  supply 
of  affordable  housing  and  encourage  affordable  housing  development  through  financial  and 
other  forms  of  assistance;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  1997,  the  Agency  financed  the  construction  of  the  improvements,  which 
were  to  be  used  as  a  fully  licensed  assisted  living  facility  providing  54  units  (37  affordable  and 
17  market  rate)  of  housing  for  low-  and  moderate-income  seniors,  with  program  and  service 
space  and  dining  facilities  for  the  residential  units  and  other  ancillary  uses  (the  "Project"),  on 
the  site  located  at  the  southeast  corner  of  Bush  and  Laguna  Streets,  Assessor's  Block  674, 
Lot  33,  San  Francisco,  California,  in  the  Western  Addition  A-2  Redevelopment  Project  Area 
("Property");  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Project  was  in  financial  difficulty  and  was  at  risk  of  going  out  of 
business  and  must  be  refinanced  to  protect  the  Agency's  investment  as  well  as  to  ensure 
continued,  permanent,  quality,  affordable  assisted  living  housing  for  low-  and  moderate- 
income  seniors;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  Japanese  American  Religious  Federation  Assisted  Living  Facility,  Inc.,  a 
California  nonprofit  corporation  ("JALFI"),  the  prior  owner  of  the  Property,  agreed  to  sell  the 
Property  to  the  Agency  for  fair  market  value  and  to  continue  to  operate  the  Project  in 
consideration  of  a  69  year  ground  lease,  with  a  30  year  option  to  extend  ("Ground  Lease")  to 
allow  JALFI  to  continue  to  operate  the  Project  while  allowing  the  Agency  to  ensure  that  the 
affordability  of  the  housing  and  the  assisted  living  services  are  maintained  over  the  long  term;

WHEREAS,  The  California  Court  of  Appeals  recently  ruled  that  the  California  Shield 
Law  "is  intended  to  protect  the  gathering  and  dissemination  of  news,"  and  that  the  law 
protects  Internet  "bloggers"  and  other  new  forms  of  journalism  just  as  it  does  traditional 
journalists;  and, 

WHEREAS,  A  federal  grand  jury  is  investigating  the  events  that  occurred  at  a  July  8th, 
2005  protest  of  the  G-8  Summit  in  Scotland,  and  the  stated  subject  of  the  investigation  is  the 
alleged  vandalism  of  a  San  Francisco  Police  Department  patrol  vehicle;  and 

WHEREAS.  Purina  the  July  8th.  2005  protest,  a  police  officer  suffered  a  fractured  skull 
performing  his  duties:  and 

WHEREAS,  The  United  States  Government  asserts  that  this  case  is  under  federal 
jurisdiction  because  the  patrol  vehicle  is  paid  for  out  of  San  Francisco's  general  fund,  and  the 
City  and  County  receive  money  from  the  federal  government;  and 

WHEREAS,  This  attempt  to  circumvent  the  local  judicial  system  stands  to  damage  the 
efficacy  of  the  California  Shield  Law  and  the  California  State  Constitution;  and

demonstration;  and 

WHEREAS,  Josh  Wolf,  an  independent  journalist  in  the  City  and  County  of  San

WHEREAS,  On  July  2,  2006,  Mexico  held  a  national  election  to  choose  its  next 
president;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  July  4,  2006,  Mexico's  Federal  Election  Institute  announced  that 
candidate  Felipe  Calderon  had  a  nearly  500,000  vote  lead  over  candidate  Andres  Manuel 
Lopez  Obrador;  and 

WHEREAS,  This  announcement  resulted  in  an  immediate  challenge  by  Lopez  Obrador 
who  argued  that  over  3  million  ballots  or  8%  of  the  total  vote,  had  not  been  counted;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  July  5,  2006,  Mexico's  Federal  Election  Institute  acknowledged  that, 
contrary  to  its  prior  assertions,  over  three  million  ballots  had  not  been  counted  and  began 
counting  them;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  July  6,  2006,  the  New  York  Times  sampled  six  precincts,  and  found 
that  all  had  miscounted  their  totals  in  favor  of  Calderon  and  to  the  detriment  of  Lopez 
Obrador;  and

winner  by  236,000  votes  out  of  41  million  cast;  and

Washington  Post  and  Pacifica  Radio's  Democracy  Now  have  covered  numerous  charges  of

WHEREAS,  Under  the  Purchase  Agreement,  the  City's  obligation  to  consummate  the 
purchase  of  the  Property  is  conditioned  upon  the  City's  issuance  of  debt  or  undertaking  a 
lease  financing  in  an  amount  sufficient  to  pay  the  Purchase  Price,  as  well  as  the  satisfaction 
of  other  closing  conditions,  on  or  before  January  15,  2008;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  desires  to  make  certain  additional  capital  improvements  to  the 
Property  which  include  certain  LEED  modifications,  ADA  improvements  and  replacement  of

Property,  and  to  prepare  for  the  issuance  of  debt  or  lease  financing  to  pay  the  Purchase  Price. 

Section  3.     Adoption  of  Findings  of  Department  of  City  Planning.  The  Board  hereby 
adopts  and  incorporates  herein  by  reference  the  findings  of  the  Department  of  City  Planning  in 
the  General  Plan  Consistency  Finding  that  the  proposed  Property  is  in  conformity  with  the 
Master  Plan  and  is  consistent  with  the  Eight  Priority  Policies  of  Planning  Code  Section  101.1. 
The  Board  further  adopts  and  incorporates  by  reference  the  findings  of  the  Department  of  City 
Planning  that  the  acquisition  of  the  Property  is  exempt  from  Environmental  Review  under 
Class  1(a)  and  1(d)  of  State  Environmental  Review  guidelines. 

Section  4.     Steve  Leqnitto  Atrium.  The  Board  authorizes  the  naming  of  the  courtyard 
and  conference  rooms  and  the  installation  of  an  appropriate  plaque  to  be  designed  and 
approved  by  the  current  Director  of  Property,  the  Steve  Legnitto  Atrium. 

Section  5.     Authorizing  the  Director  of  Property.  The  Board  authorizes  the  Director  of 
Property  to  execute,  on  behalf  of  the  City,  any  documents  including  but  not  limited  to  escrow 
instructions,  which  the  Director  of  Property  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney,  believes  are 
in  the  best  interests  of  City  and  further  the  intent  of  this  Resolution. 

Section  6.  Ratification  of  Prior  Actions.  All  actions  authorized  and  directed  by  this 
Resolution  and  heretofore  taken  are  hereby  ratified,  approved  and  confirmed  by  this  Board.

iesolution  (1)  declaring  the  intention  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  establish  a 
roperty-based  business  improvement  district  (community  benefit  district)  to  be  known

lotice  of  the  public  hearing  as  required  by  law. 

WHEREAS,  The  Property  and  Business  Improvement  District  Law  of  1994,  Part  7  of 
)ivision  18  of  the  California  Streets  and  Highways  Code,  commencing  with  Section  36600 
the  "Law"),  authorizes  cities  to  establish  property  and  business  improvement  districts  within 
)usiness  districts  to  promote  the  economic  revitalization  and  physical  maintenance  of  such 
)usiness  districts;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  36603  of  the  Law  recognizes  the  authority  of  Charter  cities  to 
adopt  ordinances  providing  for  different  methods  of  levying  assessments  for  similar  or 
additional  purposes  from  those  set  forth  in  the  Law;  and

WHEREAS,  The  Law  and  Article  15  impose  additional  procedural  and  substantive

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  that  the  property- related  services,  activities

WHEREAS,  A  Management  District  Plan  entitled  the  '  Central  Market  Community 
Benefit  District  Management  District  Plan"  containing  information  about  the  proposed  district 
and  assessments  required  by  Section  36622  of  the  Law,  including  but  not  limited  to  a  map 
showing  all  identified  parcels  located  in  the  district,  a  description  of  the  boundaries  of  the

Pursuant  to  section  36621(a)  of  the  Law  and  Article  15,  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  declares  its  intention  to  form  a  property  and  business  improvement  district  to  be 
designated  as  the  "Central  Market  Community  Benefit  District "  (the  "District")  for  a  period  of  7 
years,  and  to  levy  and  collect  assessments  against  all  identified  parcels  of  real  property  in  the 
District  for  a  period  of  7  years,  commencing  with  fiscal  year  2006-2007,  subject  to  approval  by 
a  majority  of  the  property  owners  in  the  District  who  cast  assessment  ballots,  which  ballots 
shall  be  weighted  according  to  the  proportional  financial  obligations  of  the  affected  properties. 
No  bonds  will  be  issued.  District  operations  will  commence  on  or  about  January  1 ,  2007,

Section  2.     The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  approves  the  Management  District  Plan 
(as  amended  by  the  Board  September  12.  2006  on  the  record)  and  District  Assessment 
Engineer's  Report  (as  the  Engineer's  Report  will  promptly_be  amended  on  page  10  to  conform 
to  the  Management  District  Plan  description  of  "Service  Plan"  bv  renaminqjhe  "Sidewalk 
Operations.  Beautification  and  Order"  component  to  be  "Public  Space.  Beautification  and 
Safety"),  including  the  estimates  of  the  costs  of  the  property-related  services,  activities  and 


improvements  set  forth  in  the  plan,  and  the  assessment  of  said  costs  on  the  properties  that 
will  specially  benefit  from  such  services,  activities  and  improvements.  A  copy  of  the 
Management  District  Plan  and  the  District  Assessment  Engineer's  Report  are  on  file  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  060860.

Mission  St.  from  5th  St.  Westward  (North  side  only)  including  the  Old  Mint  and  four 
parcels  directly  west  of  Mint  St.; 

Jessie  St.  from  5th  St.  to  Mint  St.,  including  the  four  parcels  West  of  Mint  St.,  along 
Jessie  St.;  and, 

Mint  St.  from  Jessie  St.  to  Mission  St.

cleaning  as  necessary,  public  right  of  way  beautification,  maintenance  otpgdestrian  public 
spaces  in  addition  to  sidewalks,  banners  and  decorations,  enhanced  trash  emptying  in  the 
public  rights  of  way,  removal  of  bulky  items,  graffiti  removal,  tree  and  vegetation  maintenance 
and  planting,  equipment,  supplies,  tools,  vehicle  maintenance  and  insurance,  maintenance 
personnel  and  supervisor/oversight  costs,  improved  public  safety  services  (over  and  above 
those  services  currently  provided  bv  the  Citvl  repayment  of  district  formation  costs;  a  District 
Identity  and  Streetscape  Improvements/Marketing  and  Promotions  component,  consisting  of 
special  events,  marketing  and  promotions  strategies,  personnel  related  to  marketing  and 
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promotions,  logo  development  and  web  site,  pedestrian  kiosks  and  way-finding  signage 
system,  public  space  planning  and  implementation,  farmer's  market,  walking  map,  advertising, 
historical  markers  and  public  art  highlighting  the  District's  history  and  resident  population,  and 
repayment  of  district  formation  costs;  an  Administrative,  Organization  and  Corporate 
Operations  component,  consisting  of  staff  and  administrative  costs,  insurance,  office  related 
expenses,  financial  reporting,  communications  and  repayment  of  district  formation  costs;  and 
a  Contingency  and  Reserve  component  for  delinquencies,  reserves,  long  term  capital 
improvement  projects,  hardship  repayments  and  repayment  of  district  formation  costs. 

Section  7.  Within  the  area  encompassed  by  the  proposed  District,  the  City  currently 
provides  services  at  the  same  level  provided  to  other  similar  areas  of  the  City.  It  is  the  intent 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  continue  to  provide  the  area  encompassed  by  the  District  with 
the  same  level  of  services  provided  to  these  other  similar  areas  of  the  City.  The 
establishment  of  the  District  will  not  affect  the  City's  policy  to  continue  to  provide  the  same 
level  of  service  to  the  areas  encompassed  by  the  District  as  it  provides  to  other  similar  areas 
of  the  City  during  the  duration  of  the  District. 

Section  8.     The  annual  assessment  proposed  to  be  levied  and  collected  for  the  first 
year  of  the  District  (fiscal  year  2006-2007)  is  $535,299.00.  The  amount  of  the  annual 
assessment  to  be  levied  and  collected  for  years  two  through  seven  (fiscal  year  2007-2008 
through  fiscal  year  2012-2013)  may  be  increased  from  one  year  to  the  next  by  a  percentage 
that  does  not  exceed  either  the  change  in  the  Consumer  Price  Index  for  All  Urban  Consumers 
in  the  San  Francisco-Oakland-San  Jose  Consolidated  Metropolitan  Statistical  Area,  or  5 
percent,  whichever  is  less. 

Section  9.  The  Clerk  of  the  Board  is  directed  to  give  notice  of  the  public  hearing  as 
provided  in  Section  53753  of  the  Government  Code,  Section  4  of  Article  XIIID  of  the  California 
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Constitution,  Section  16.112  of  the  San  Francisco  Charter  and  Section  67.7-1  of  the  San 
Francisco  Administrative  Code.

WHEREAS,  The  agencies  of  the  State  of  California  that  provide  grant  funds  to  the 
SFDPH  require  the  Department  to  provide  documentation  of  the  Board's  approval  of  their 
specific  grant  funds  (State  Administrative  Manual  Section  1208.2  (a));  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City's  budget  for  FY  2006-2007  does  not  list  each  State  grant  but 
contains  two  aggregate  items,  one  indicating  all  Federal  and  one  all  State  grant  funds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  SFDPH  has  prepared  a  document  entitled  "Recurring  FY  2006-2007 
State  Grants,  Schedule  A"  that  lists  the  estimated  amount  of  each  recurring  grant  provided  by 
the  State  of  California  for  FY  2006-2007,  the  State  agency  that  provides  the  grant,  and  the 
indirect  costs  of  each  grant,  which  is  attached  to  this  Resolution  and  is  included  in  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  File  No.  061103  ;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  As  a  result  of  periodic  redistribution  of  appropriations  within  the  State 
budget,  the  SFDPH  may,  in  fact,  receive  more  money  or  less  money  from  some  of  the  various 
grants  itemized  in  the  attached  document  than  the  SFDPH  estimates  at  this  time;  and, 

WHEREAS,  This  Resolution  requires  expedited  review  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to 
ensure  that  documentation  of  specific  grant  funds  can  be  provided  to  the  State  as  early  as 
possible  in  the  funding  year;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Health  Commission  reviewed  and  approved  the  acceptance  and 
expenditure  of  these  State  grant  funds  at  its  meeting  on  July  18,  2006;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Resolutions  authorizing  the  acceptance  and  expenditure  of  grant  funds 
may  be  placed  automatically  on  consent  agendas  in  committee,  as  they  are  usually 
considered  to  be  routine  items,  and  this  resolution  authorizes  the  acceptance  and  expenditure 
of  grant  funding;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  approves  the  acceptance  and 
expenditure  by  the  SFDPH  of  the  State  of  California  grants  listed  in  the  attached  document, 
"Recurring  FY  2006-2007  State  Grants,  Schedule  A";  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  should  the  SFDPH  receive  more  money  or  less  money 
on  any  of  the  grants  than  is  estimated  in  the  attached  document,  that  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  hereby  approves  the  acceptance  and  expenditure  by  the  SFDPH  of  that 
additional  or  reduced  money.

[FY  2006-2007  California  Constitution  Appropriations  Limit] 

Resolution  establishing  the  appropriations  limit  for  Fiscal  Year  2006-07  pursuant  to 
California  Constitution  Article  XIII  B. 

WHEREAS,  Article  XIII  B  of  the  California  Constitution  provides  that  the  annual 
appropriations  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  which  are  subject  to  said  Article  may 
not  exceed  the  Appropriations  Limit  for  the  prior  year,  with  adjustments  as  provided  in  said 
Article  XIII  B;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  California  Government  Code,  Section  7901,  defines  the  terms,  and 
Section  7902  (b)  sets  forth  the  equations  to  be  used  to  determine  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco's  annual  Appropriations  Limit,  according  to  the  following  formula: 

"(b)     For  the  1981-82  fiscal  year  and  each  year  thereafter,  the  appropriations  limit  of 
the  state  and  each  local  jurisdiction  shall  equal  the  appropriations  limit  for  the  prior 
fiscal  year  multiplied  by  the  lesser  of  the  change  in  cost  of  living  for  the  calendar  year 
in  which  the  fiscal  year  begins  or  the  change  in  California  per  capita  personal  income 
for  the  calendar  year  preceding  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year  for  which  the 
appropriations  limit  is  to  be  determined,  the  product  multiplied  by  the  change  in 
population  of  the  local  jurisdiction  for  the  calendar  year  preceding  the  beginning  of  the 
fiscal  year  for  which  the  appropriations  limit  is  to  be  determined,  and  adjusted  for  other 
changes  required  or  permitted  by  Article  XIII  B  of  the  California  Constitution.";  and 
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WHEREAS,  the  resulting  calculation  establishing  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco's  fiscal  year  2006-07  Appropriations  Limit  is:

WHEREAS,  for  future  Appropriations  Limit  calculations  pursuant  to  said  Article,  the 
City  will  use  the  gross  appropriations  limit  of  $  2,095,242,399;  and 

WHEREAS,  This  matter  has  been  considered  at  a  regularly  scheduled  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  for  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  documentation  used  to  determine  the  Appropriations  Limit  for  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  for  fiscal  year  2006-07  was  available  for  public  inspection  in  the 
Office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  at  least  fifteen  (1 5)  days  prior  to  said 
regularly  scheduled  meeting;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  elects  to  use  the  percentage 
"change  in  the  cost  of  living"  as  measured  by  the  change  in  California  per  Capita  Personal 
Income  and  elects  to  use  the  percentage  increase  in  population  as  measured  by  the  San 
Francisco-Oakland-San  Jose  Consolidated  Metropolitan  Statistical  Area  from  the  previous 
year  for  the  purpose  of  computation  of  its  Appropriations  Limit  pursuant  to  Article  XIII  B  of  the 
California  Constitution  for  fiscal  year  2006-07;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  net  appropriations  limit  for  fiscal  year  2006-07  is 
established  at  $  2,095,242,399.

[Interim  Zoning  Requiring  Conditional  Use  Authorization  for  Formula  Retail  Use  in  Showplace 
Square/Potrero  Hill  and  Central  Waterfront  Areas.] 

Resolution  imposing  interim  zoning  controls  that  require  conditional  use  authorization 
for  the  establishment  of  a  formula  retail  use,  including  requirements  for  certain 
Planning  Commission  findings  and  specified  public  notice,  in  the  Showplace  Square/ 
Potrero  Hill  and  Central  Waterfront  areas,  as  specified  herein,  for  a  twelve  (12)  month 
period  and  making  a  determination  of  consistency  with  the  priority  policies  of  Planning 
Code  Section  101.1. 

WHEREAS,  Planning  Code  Section  306.7  provides  for  the  imposition  of  interim  zoning 
controls  to  accomplish  several  objectives,  including  development  and  conservation  of  the 
City's  commerce  and  industry  to  maintain  the  City's  economic  vitality,  provide  its  citizens  with 
adequate  jobs  and  business  opportunities  and  maintain  adequate  services  for  its  residents, 
visitors,  businesses  and  institutions;  preservation  of  neighborhoods  and  areas  of  mixed 
residential  and  commercial  uses  and  their  existing  character;  and  control  of  uses  that 
generate  an  adverse  impact  on  vehicular  traffic;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Planning  Department  currently  is  engaged  in  a 
community-based  planning  effort  for  the  Showplace  Square/Potrero  Hill  and  Central 
Waterfront  neighborhoods;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Showplace  Square/Potrero  Hill  and  Central  Waterfront  plan  areas 
contain  numerous  community-based  businesses  and  vibrant  commercial  districts  that  should 
be  promoted  and  protected;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Much  of  the  zoning  within  these  plan  areas  is  M-1  and  M-2,  zoning 
classifications  that  specifically  prohibit  neighborhood-serving  retail;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  These  controls  are  intended  and  designed  to  deal  with  and  ameliorate 
the  problems  and  conditions  associated  with  formula  retail  use  in  certain  commercial, 
industrial,  and  specified  mixed-use  zones  by  requiring  conditional  use  authorization  for 
specified  such  uses  during  the  next  twelve  (12)  months;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  evaluating  the  merits  of  imposing  these  controls  and  their  duration,  this 
Board  has  considered  the  hardship  on  property  owners  if  the  controls  are  adopted  and  the 
impact  on  the  public  health,  safety,  peace,  and  general  welfare  if  the  interim  controls 
proposed  herein  were  not  imposed;  and, 

WHEREAS,  This  Board  has  determined  that  the  public  interest  will  be  best  served  by 
imposition  of  these  interim  controls  at  this  time  for  the  specified  duration  in  order  to  ensure 
that  the  legislative  scheme  which  may  be  ultimately  adopted  is  not  undermined  during  the 
planning  and  legislative  process  for  permanent  controls;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  Pursuant  to  Planning  Code  Section  306.7,  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  by 
this  resolution,  hereby  prohibits  any  City  agency,  board,  commission,  officer  or  employee  from 
approving  any  site  permit,  building  permit  or  any  other  permit  or  license  authorizing  the 
construction  or  establishment  of  a  formula  retail  use,  as  defined  in  Planning  Code  Section 
703.3,  unless  the  action  would  conform  to  this  resolution  imposing  interim  controls;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  a  conditional  use  authorization  is  hereby  required  to 
establish  a  formula  retail  use  in  the  areas  specified  below,  including  lots  specified  below  that 
are  or  may  be  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  San  Francisco  Port  Commission  where  such 
controls  may  be  imposed: 

(a)  Showplace  Square/Potrero  Hill.  The  area  generally  bounded  by  23rd  street  to  the

The  area  generally  bounded  by  23rd  street  to  the  south  from 
Illinois  Street  to  Tennessee  Street,  Tennessee  Street  north  to  Tubbs  Street,  Tubbs  Street 
west  to  Indiana  Street,  Indiana  Street  north  to  22nd  Street,  22nd  Street  east  to  Minnesota 
Street,  Minnesota  Street  north  to  Mariposa  Street,  Mariposa  Street  east  to  Illinois  Street, 
Illinois  Street  south  to  23rd  Street,  including  the  following  Assessor's  Blocks:

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  for  purposes  of  these  interim  controls  "conditional  use" 
shall  have  the  meaning  given  that  term  in  Planning  Code  Section  303;  and,  be  it 
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FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  for  purposes  of  these  interim  controls,  the  Planning 
Commission,  as  part  of  its  decision  on  a  conditional  use  application  for  any  use  subject  to 
these  controls,  shall  consider  the  criteria  in  Section  303(i)  governing  formula  retail  use  and  the 
following  additional  criteria: 

(a)  The  shift  of  traffic  patterns  that  may  result  from  drawing  traffic  to  the  location  of  the 
proposed  use;  and 

(b)  The  market  demand  for  the  proposed  formula  retail  use  and  the  extent  to  which  the 
proposed  use  may  result  in  the  displacement  or  closure  of  similar  retail  sales  and  personal 
services  uses  in  the  neighborhood;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  criteria  specified  above  shall  be  documented  in  a 
report  prepared  by  a  professional  expert  who  is  independent  of  the  project  applicants; 
provided,  however,  that  the  project  applicant  shall  bear  the  cost  of  such  report;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  any  use  subject  to  these  controls  shall  be  subject  to  the 
neighborhood  commercial  notification  procedures  of  Section  312  in  addition  to  any  other 
notice  requirements  set  forth  in  the  Planning  Code;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  these  interim  controls  shall  remain  in  effect  for  twelve 
(12)  months  or  until  the  adoption  of  permanent  legislation  regulating  formula  retail  in  the  areas 
identified  above,  whichever  first  occurs;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  these  interim  controls  advance  and  are  consistent  with 
Priority  Policies  1,2,  and  5  of  the  Planning  Code  section  101.1  in  that  they  attempt  to 
conserve  a  diverse  economic  base  and  existing  neighborhood-serving  retail  and 
neighborhood  character.  With  respect  to  Priority  Policies  3,  4,  6,  7  and  8,  the  Board  finds  that 
the  interim  zoning  controls  will  have  no  effect  upon  these  policies,  and  thus,  will  not  conflict 
with  said  policies.

Resolution  authorizing  the  Municipal  Transportation  Agency  to  accept  and  expend  a 
grant  of  $90,000  in  federal  funds  from  the  Metropolitan  Transportation  Commission  to 
model  and  retime  traffic  signals  along  Market  Street  and  King  St./The  Embarcadero. 

WHEREAS,  The  Metropolitan  Transportation  Commission  ("MTC")  has  determined  that 
proactively  retiming  traffic  signals  every  three  to  five  years  would  benefit  the  Bay  Area  through 
improved  mobility,  safety,  and  air  quality;  and, 

WHEREAS,  MTC  has  created  the  Regional  Signal  Timing  Program  ("RSTP")  to  obtain 
those  benefits  with  federal  funding  from  the  Federal  Highway  Administration  of  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Transportation;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  December  2005,  the  MTC  invited  Bay  Area  cities  to  apply  for  grants  to 
retime  traffic  signals  within  their  jurisdictions;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Municipal  Transportation  Agency  applied  for,  and  was  awarded,  an 
RSTP  grant  in  the  amount  of  $90,000  to  retime  and  provide  transit  or  light  rail  priority  for  33 
signalized  intersections  along  Market  Street  between  Castro  Street  and  Spear  Street,  and  27 
signalized  intersections  along  King  Street  between  The  Embarcadero  and  North  Point  and 
The  Embarcadero  between  5th  Street  and  King  Street  ("the  Project");  and, 

WHEREAS,  Under  the  grant,  MTC  will  also  provide  consultant  services  to  the  MTA 
Planning  Division  to  help  in  modeling  and  retiming  the  subject  traffic  signals,  which  consultant 
will  indemnify,  defend,  and  hold  harmless  the  City/MTA  should  any  of  its  activities  result  in 
injuries  or  claims;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  April  18,  2006,  the  MTA  Board  of  Directors  adopted  Resolution  No.  06- 
038,  which  authorized  the  acceptance  and  expenditure  of  a  grant  in  the  amount  of  $90,000 
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from  MTC  and  commended  this  matter  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  its  approval;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  on  behalf  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  the  MTA  is 
authorized  to  accept  and  expend  $90,000  in  federal  funds  from  MTC  to  model  and  retime

Resolution  urging  the  federal  government  to  extend  the  offshore  oil  and  gas  leasing 
moratorium  and  opposing  federal  efforts  to  expand  offshore  oil  drilling,  including  HR 
4761  and  HR  4318. 


WHEREAS,  A  bipartisan  consensus  in  Congress  has  protected  the  California  coastline 
from  expanded  offshore  drilling  for  the  past  25  years,  renewing  this  protection  each  year  in  the 
form  of  a  legislative  moratorium  contained  in  the  appropriations  bill  for  the  United  States 
Department  of  the  Interior;  and 

WHEREAS,  This  offshore  leasing  moratorium  also  protects  the  coastline  of  Oregon 
and  Washington,  the  entire  United  States  eastern  seaboard,  and  the  southwest  coast  of 
Florida;  and, 

WHEREAS,  President  George  W.  Bush's  current  White  House  budget  for  fiscal  year 
2007,  released  in  January  2006,  supports  a  continuation  of  this  congressional  offshore  leasing 
moratorium;  and, 

WHEREAS,  A  complementary  measure,  put  in  place  by  Executive  action  in  1991  by 
former  President  George  H.W.  Bush  protects  the  same  areas  through  enactment  of  the 
"Presidential  Offshore  Leasing  Deferrals,"  which  President  William  J.  Clinton  subsequently 
extended  until  2012  to  ensure  that  protected  coastal  areas  would  not  be  threatened  by 
offshore  drilling  impacts;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  U.S.  Congress  has  been  discussing  measures  that  would  open  our 
coast  and  the  whole  Outer  Continental  Shelf  (OCS)  to  increased  oil  and  gas  drilling,  including 
a  recently  rejected  measure  in  the  Interior  Department  appropriations  bill  that  would- lift  the 
25  year  federal  moratorium  on  gas  drilling;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Other  draft  bills,  including  HR  4761,  known  as  the  Domestic  Energy 
Production  Through  Offshore  Exploration  and  Equitable  Treatment  of  State  Holdings  Act  of 
2006,  and  HR  4318,  Peterson,  known  as  the  Outer  Continental  Shelf  Natural  Gas  Relief 
Act,  would,  if  adopted,  immediately  void  the  entire  bipartisan  congressional  offshore  leasing 
moratorium  and  the  longstanding  presidential  offshore  drilling  deferrals,  while  undermining 
states'  rights  by  pressuring  coastal  jurisdictions  to  facilitate  new  federal  offshore  drilling  by 
making  a  state's  share  of  the  federal  revenues  from  these  activities  contingent  on  state 
approval  of  new  and  expanded  federal  offshore  leasing;  and 

WHEREAS,  Following  the  infamous  1969  oil  spill  that  resulted  in  the  spillage  of 
3,200,000  gallons  of  crude  oil,  fouling  Santa  Barbara  County's  ocean  beaches,  Californians 
became  even  more  wary  about  offshore  oil  drilling,  continuing  with  the  passage  of  additional 
oil  and  gas  leasing  prohibitions  in  1969,  1970,  and  1971;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  1994,  the  California  Coastal  Sanctuary  Act  of  1994  (Chapter  3.4 
(commencing  with  Section  6240)  of  Part  1  of  Division  6  of  the  Public  Resources  Code), 
became  law,  creating  a  comprehensive  statewide  coastal  sanctuary  that  prohibits  future  oil 
and  gas  leasing  in  state  waters,  from  Mexico  to  the  Oregon  border,  in  perpetuity,  and  adding 
leases  to  the  sanctuary  as  they  are  quitclaimed  to  the  state;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  addition,  the  protection  of  California's  spectacular  1 ,100  mile  coastline 
is  of  the  utmost  importance  to  a  number  of  our  state's  coastal  and  ocean  dependent

WHEREAS,  The  City  owns  the  United  States  Mint  Building  located  at  88  Fifth  Street  in

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WHEREAS,  After  a  review  committee  established  by  the  City  evaluated  all  three  (3) 
responses  to  the  RFP,  on  January  29,  2003,  the  Task  Force  recommended  that  the  City 
commence  exclusive  negotiations  with  the  San  Francisco  Museum  and  Historical  Society 
("SFMHS")  for  the  development  of  the  Old  Mint,  subject  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors'  and 
Mayor's  review  and  approval  of  the  resulting  agreement;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  June  10,  2003,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  Resolution 
No.  375-03,  approved  by  the  Mayor  on  June  20,  2003,  which  endorsed  the  City  entering  into 
the  exclusive  negotiating  agreement  (the  "ENA")  with  SFMHS;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  July  9,  2003,  City  staff  and  SFMHS  entered  into  the  ENA,  a  copy  of 
which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No.  030794,  that,  among  other  things, 
precludes  the  City  from  negotiating  with  any  entity  other  than  SFMHS  for  the  rehabilitation  and 
use  of  the  Old  Mint  for  the  term  of  the  ENA;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  subsequently  approved  extensions  of  the  term  of  the  ENA;  and, 
WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  the  terms  of  the  ENA,  and  in  order  to  implement  the  proposed 
transaction,  the  City  staff  and  SFMHS  have  negotiated  terms  of  a  proposed  disposition  and

WHEREAS,  The  California  Department  of  Corrections  housed  162,064  inmates  in 
1999,  the  largest  prison  population  in  the  nation  and  four  times  the  amount  since  1980;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  number  of  prisoners  leaving  California  prisons  has  skyrocketd  in 
recent  years  from  14,620  in  1978  to  50,832  in  1988,  and  124,697  in  1998;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  2000,  approximates  125,000  felons  left  prison,  6,000  youth  prisoners 
were  paroled  from  the  California  Youth  Authority,  and  more  than  200,000  inmates  left 
California  county  jails;  and 

WHEREAS,  Of  the  500,000  parolees  who  leave  U.S.  prisons  annually,  17.2%  live  in 
California;  and 

WHEREAS,  Only  one  in  every  10  parolees  access  services  available  through  a 
corrections  program  and  only  6  percent  in  employment  programs;  and 

WHEREAS,  Half  of  parolees  are  illiterate,  only  10  percent  access  literacy  services,  and 
many  have  long  histories  of  criminal  or  gang  involvement  and  little  marketable  skills;  and 

WHEREAS,  Currently,  more  than  75  percent  of  California  adult  parolees  return  to 
prison;  and 

WHEREAS,  Most  parolees  have  been  released  to  parole  systems  that  provide  little 
services,  which  ensures  that  the  recidivism  rates  remain  high  and  public  support  for  parolee 
and  inmate  services  remains  low;  and 

WHEREAS,  65  percent  of  1 1 5,000  parolees  have  drug  problems  only  6  percent  receive 
services;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Researchers  estimate  that  20  of  homeless  adults  have  a  criminal  record;

WHEREAS,  In  2004  58,725  parole  felons  were  sent  back  to  prison,  and  only  1  in  every 
5  complete  his  or  her  parole  term;  and

near-doubling  of  parole  caseloads  to  a  ratio  of  82  parolees  for  each  parole  officer;  and

ensuring  that  parolees  are  supported  and  prepared  to  reenter  society  is  crucial  to  restoring 
peace  on  our  streets;  and

Attorney,  Sheriff,  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  have  come  together  with  city  and  state 
departments  and  community-based  organizations  to  form  the  San  Francisco  Safe 
Communities  Reentry  Council;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  goal  of  the  San  Francisco  Safe  Communities  Reentry  Council  is  to 
promote  the  safe  and  successful  return  of  formerly  incarcerated  individuals  to  the  community 
and  develop  a  comprehensive  support  system  to  reduce  recidivism  and  promotes  public 
safety;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Safe  Communities  Reentry  Council  is  holding  a 
summit  titled  "Making  Rehabilitation  Work:  Creating  Opportunities  for  Formerly  Incarcerated

Section  6.  This  Board  of  Supervisors,  as  the  applicable  elected  representative  of  the 
governmental  unit  having  jurisdiction  over  the  area  in  which  the  Project  is  located,  hereby 
approves  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  for  purposes  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code. 

Section  7.  This  approval  of  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  by  the  City  is  neither  an 
approval  of  the  underlying  credit  issues  of  the  proposed  Project  nor  an  approval  of  the 
financial  structure  of  the  Bonds.

[Celebrating  the  100th  Anniversary  of  Japantown  in  the  Western  Addition] 

Resolution  celebrating  the  100th  Anniversary  of  Japantown  in  the  Western  Addition. 

WHEREAS,  The  first  wave  of  Japanese  immigrants  arrived  in  San  Francisco  in  the 
1880s  and  settled  in  the  Western  Addition,  on  the  edge  of  Chinatown,  South  Park,  and  in  the 
South  of  Market  area;  and 

WHEREAS,  After  the  great  1906  earthquake  San  Francisco's  Japantown,  known  as 
Nihonmachi,  re-established  itself  in  its  current  Western  Addition  location;  and 

WHEREAS,  After  the  earthquake,  the  Board  of  Education  attempted  to  segregate 
Japanese  American  students,  and  this  controversy  led  to  President  Theodore  Roosevelt 
negotiating  the  1908  "Gentlemen's  Agreement"  between  the  United  States  and  Japan,  which 
drastically  reduced  immigration  of  Japanese  laborers;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  "Gentlemen's  Agreement"  did  allow  immigration  of  former  residents, 
parents,  wives  and  children  of  former  residents  in  the  United  States,  which  promoted  the 
growth  of  Japanese  families,  community  and  the  Nisei,  or  second  generation,  who  would 
further  integrate  Japantown  into  San  Franciscan  and  American  culture;  and 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco's  Japantown  is  the  oldest  in  the  United  States  and  one  of 
only  three  remaining  in  the  United  States;  and 

WHEREAS,  Japantown  is  a  city  within  a  city  with  an  identifiable  main  street  on  Post 
Street;  major  public  gathering  places  such  as  the  Peace  Plaza;  a  commercial  core  found  at 
the  Japanese  Cultural  and  Trade  Center,  now  known  as  the  Japan  Center;  and  areas  with 
community  and  cultural  facilities  on  Sutter  Street  and  the  Buchanan  Mall;  and 

WHEREAS,  Japantown  has  persevered  through  such  adversities  as  the  Heney-Webb 
Alien  Land  Act,  which  forbade  property  ownership  by  Japanese  immigrants,  and  the  unjust 
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incarceration  of  120,000  Japanese  Americans  during  World  War  II  who  were  taken  from  their 
homes  to  US  detention  and  internment  camps  from  1942  until  1945;  and  the  razing  of  half  of 
the  core  of  Japantown  by  the  San  Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  US  Japan  Peace  Treaty  was  signed  in  San  Francisco  in  1951 ,  making 
the  City  a  symbol  of  reconciliation  between  the  two  nations;  and 

WHEREAS,  February  19,  1979  was  proclaimed  Day  of  Remembrance  to 
commemorate  President's  Roosevelt's  signing  of  Executive  Order  9066  which  set  into  motion 
the  eventual  removal  and  incarceration  of  120.000  people  of  Japanese  ancestry  in  1942,  and 
to  recall  the  lessons  of  the  Japanese  American  World  War  II  internment,  and  to  reflect  upon 
our  shared  responsibility  to  protect  the  rights  of  all  people  at  all  times;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Walter-McCarran  Immigration  and  Nationality  Act,  passed  in  1952, 
enabled  Asian  immigrants  to  become  naturalized  citizens  and  allowed  first  generation 
Japanese  immigrants,  or  Issei,  to  become  Americans;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  1948,  27  blocks  of  the  Western  Addition,  including  much  of  Japantown 
were  selected  for  the  A-1  portion  of  redevelopment,  which  led  to  the  displacement  of  a  large

Resolution  recommending  approval  of  the  formation  of  a  community  facilities  district 
and  the  issuance  of  special  tax  bonds  by  the  ABAG  Finance  Authority  For  Nonprofit 
Corporations  related  to  the  Mint  Plaza;  making  findings;  approving  related  joint 
community  facilities  agreement;  and  granting  general  authority  to  city  officials  to  take 
actions  necessary  to  implement  this  resolution.

and  cafes  and  other  permitted  retail  facilities  (the  "Old  Mint  Project");  and 

WHEREAS,  The  DDA  and  Lease  are  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  of  the  City  (the  "Board  of  Supervisors");  and 

WHEREAS,  In  connection  with  the  Old  Mint  Project  it  has  been  proposed  that  an 
approximately  290-foot-long  portion  of  Jessie  Street  between  Fifth  and  Mint  Streets  be  closed

WHEREAS,  The  improvements  to  such  portion  of  Jessie  Street  and  surrounding 
streets  are  proposed  to  be  financed  from  the  proceeds  of  one  or  more  issuances  of  bonds  j 
secured  by  a  special  tax  levied  on  properties  in  a  Mello-Roos  Community  Facilities  District 
formed  for  such  purpose  (the  "CFD");  and, 

WHEREAS,  Due  to  the  construction  schedules  of  certain  of  the  neighboring  properties 
that  are  expected  to  be  included  in  the  CFD,  it  is  advisable  to  seek  the  formation  of  the  CFD

WHEREAS,  It  is  in  the  public  interest  and  for  the  public  benefit  that  this  Board 
recommend  approval  of  the  formation  by  the  Authority  of  the  CFD,  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds

WHEREAS,  Flozelle  Woodmore  was  13  years  old  when  she  began  a  relationship  with 
an  abusive  man  who  raped,  burned,  and  beat  her  over  a  five-year  period;  and 

WHEREAS,  At  the  age  of  18,  Woodmore  killed  her  abuser  after  he  threatened  to  kill 
her  and  their  son;  and 

WHEREAS,  At  the  time  of  the  incident,  evidence  about  domestic  violence,  known  as 
the  "battered  woman  syndrome,"  was  not  recognized  as  a  defense,  and  was  never  introduced 
in  her  case;  and 

WHEREAS,  Woodmore  plead  guilty  to  second-degree  murder  and  was  sentenced  to 
fifteen  years  to  life  in  prison;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Parole  Board  recommends  release  for  less  than  5%  of  eligible 
prisoners  service  life  sentences;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Parole  Board  members  are  appointed  by  the  Governor;  and 

WHEREAS,  Woodmore  has  earned  her  GED,  learned  three  vocational  trades,  and 
mentors  other  battered  women  who  need  support;  and 

WHEREAS,  Woodmore  has  served  nearly  20  years  in  prison  and  has  been 
recommended  for  release  by  the  Parole  Board  every  year  for  the  last  five  years;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Parole  Board  unanimously  determined  that  Woodmore  would  not 
pose  a  risk  to  public  safety  if  she  was  released  based  on  her  history  of  being  abused,  her

[Resolution  of  Intention  to  form  the  Fisherman's  Wharf  Portside  Community  Benefit  District] 

Resolution  (1)  declaring  the  intention  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  establish  a 
business-based  business  improvement  district  (community  benefit  district)  to  be 
known  as  the  "Fisherman's  Wharf  Portside  Community  Benefit  District"  and  levy  a 
multi-year  assessment  on  identified  businesses  in  the  district,  (2)  approving  the 
management  district  plan  for  the  district,  (3)  ordering  and  setting  a  time  and  place  for  a 
public  hearing  thereon,  (4)  approving  the  form  of  the  Notice  of  Public  Hearing  and 
Assessment  Ballots,  and  (5)  directing  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  give 
notice  of  the  public  hearing  as  required  by  law. 

WHEREAS,  The  Property  and  Business  Improvement  District  Law  of  1994,  Part  7  of 
Division  18  of  the  California  Streets  and  Highways  Code,  commencing  with  Section  36600 
(the  "Law"),  authorizes  cities  to  establish  property  and  business  improvement  districts  to 
promote  the  economic  revitalization  and  physical  maintenance  of  such  districts;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  36603  of  the  Law  recognizes  the  authority  of  Charter  cities  to 
adopt  ordinances  providing  for  different  methods  of  levying  assessments  for  similar  or 
additional  purposes  from  those  set  forth  in  the  Law;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Article  15  of  the  San  Francisco  Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code 
("Article  15")  augments  certain  procedural  and  substantive  requirements  relating  to  the 
formation  of  property  and  business  improvement  districts  and  the  assessments  on  real 
property  or  businesses  within  such  districts;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Law  and  Article  15  authorize  the  City  to  levy  and  collect  assessments 
on  businesses  within  such  districts  for  the  purpose  of  providing  improvements  and  promoting 
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activities  and  business-related  services  that  specially  benefit  identified  businesses  located 
within  such  districts;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Law  and  Article  15  impose  additional  procedural  and  substantive 
requirements  relating  to  assessments  on  businesses  within  a  proposed  property  and  business 
improvement  district,  also  known  as  a  community  benefit  district  ("CBD");  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  that  the  business-related  services, 
activities  and  improvements  to  be  funded  with  assessments  on  businesses  within  the 
proposed  district  will  confer  substantial  special  benefits  on  the  assessed  businesses  over  and 
above  the  general  benefits  to  the  public  at  large  from  such  services,  activities  and 
improvements;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  business  owners  who  will  pay  more  than  30  percent  of  the  total 
amount  of  assessments  on  properties  within  the  proposed  district  signed  and  submitted  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  a  petition  (the  "Petition")  requesting  that  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  establish  a  business-based  community  benefit  district  to  be  named  the 
"Fisherman's  Wharf  Portside  Community  Benefit  District"  and  levy  assessments  on 
businesses  located  in  the  proposed  district  to  fund  business-related  services,  activities  and 
improvements  within  the  district;  and, 

WHEREAS,  A  Management  District  Plan  entitled  the  "Fisherman's  Wharf  Portside 
Community  Benefit  District  Management  District  Plan"  containing  information  about  the 
proposed  district  and  assessments  required  by  Section  36622  of  the  Law,  including  but  not 
limited  to  a  map  showing  all  identified  parcels  in  the  district  where  the  businesses  to  be 
assessed  are  located,  a  description  of  the  boundaries  of  the  district,  the  name  of  the  district, 
the  amount  of  the  proposed  assessment  for  each  identified  business,  the  total  annual  amount 
chargeable  to  the  entire  district,  the  duration  of  the  payments,  the  business-related  services, 
activities  and  improvements  to  be  funded  by  the  assessments  for  each  year  and  the  maximum 
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cost  thereof,  the  method  and  basis  upon  which  the  assessments  are  calculated  in  sufficient 
detail  to  allow  each  business  owner  to  calculate  the  amount  of  the  assessment  to  be  levied 
against  his  or  her  business,  a  statement  that  no  bonds  will  be  issued,  the  time  and  manner  of 
collecting  the  assessments,  and  a  list  of  the  businesses  to  be  assessed,  has  been  submitted 
to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors;  and, 

WHEREAS,  evidence  supporting  the  assessments  within  the  proposed  district  has 
been  submitted  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  as  an  Appendix  to  the  Management 
District  Plan;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  declares  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Pursuant  to  section  36621(a)  of  the  Law  and  Article  15,  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  declares  its  intention  to  form  a  property  and  business  improvement  district  to  be 
designated  as  the  "Fisherman's  Wharf  Portside  Community  Benefit  District "  (the  "District")  for 
a  period  of  14  years,  and  to  levy  and  collect  assessments  against  all  identified  businesses  in 
the  District  for  a  period  of  14  years,  commencing  with  fiscal  year  2006-2007,  subject  to 
approval  by  a  majority  of  the  business  owners  in  the  District  who  cast  assessment  ballots, 
which  ballots  shall  be  weighted  according  to  the  proportional  financial  obligations  of  the 
affected  businesses.  No  bonds  will  be  issued.  The  district  term  will  commence  January  1 , 
2007  with  services  beginning  July  1 ,  2007,  following  the  first  disbursement  of  assessment 
revenues  to  the  CBD  management  corporation. 

Section  2.    The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  approves  the  Management  District 
Plan,  including  the  estimates  of  the  costs  of  the  business-related  services,  activities  and 
improvements  set  forth  in  the  plan,  and  the  assessment  of  said  costs  on  the  businesses  that 
will  specially  benefit  from  such  services,  activities  and  improvements,  including  the  appendix 
of  documentation  regarding  special  benefits  conferred  by  similar  financing  programs.  A  copy 
of  the  Management  District  Plan  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File 
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No.  061419.  The  Clerk  of  the  Board  shall  make  the  Management  District  Plan  and  other 
documents  related  to  the  District  and  included  in  the  record  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
available  to  the  public  for  review  during  normal  business  hours,  Monday  through  Friday  8:00 
a.m.  through  5:00  p.m.,  excluding  legal  holidays. 

Section  3.    The  exterior  boundaries  of  the  District  are  as  set  forth  in  the  map 
contained  in  the  Management  District  Plan  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in 
File  No.  061419,  and  incorporated  herein  by  reference.  The  exterior  boundaries  of  the  District 
include  all  businesses  on  both  sides  of  the  street  unless  otherwise  noted,  as  follows: 
All  businesses  in  possession  of  a  San  Francisco  business  registration  certificate 
(business  license)  that  are  under  contract  with  the  Port  of  San  Francisco,  plus  master 
tenants  in  Benefit  Zone  1 ,  within  the  following  areas:  from  the  East  side  of  Pier  39 
(including  all  of  Pier  39),  westward  to  the  West  side  of  the  Hyde  Street  Pier  (with  noted 
exemptions  and  benefit  zones  as  outlined  in  this  plan).  The  southerly  boundary  of  The 
Fisherman's  Wharf/Portside  CBD  shall  run  along  the  approximate  center  line  of  The 
Embarcadero  from  the  easterly  line  of  the  existing  Pier  39  lease  premises, 
northwesterly  to  its  intersection  with  the  easterly  prolongation  of  the  approximate 
centerline  of  Jefferson  Street,  thence  westerly  along  said  easterly  prolongation  and 
said  centerline  of  Jefferson  Street  to  the  northerly  prolongation  of  the  westerly  line  of 
Hyde  Street. 

Reference  should  be  made  to  the  detailed  map  and  the  list  of  businesses  identified  by 
Operating  Number  and  Facility  Name  in  the  Management  District  Plan  Appendices,  in  order  to 
determine  which  businesses  are  included  in  the  District. 

Section  4,    A  public  hearing  on  the  proposed  establishment  of  the  District  and  the 
levy  and  collection  of  assessments  starting  with  fiscal  year  2006-2007  and  continuing  through 
fiscal  year  2012-2013  2020-2021.  shall  be  conducted  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on 
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December  12,  2006  at  3:00  p.m.,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  the  matter  may  be  heard,  in  the 
Board's  Legislative  Chambers,  Second  Floor,  City  Halt,  1  Dr.  Carlton  B.  Goodlett  Place,  San 
Francisco,  California,  94102.  At  this  public  hearing,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  will  hear  public 
testimony  regarding  the  proposed  formation  of  the  District,  assessments,  and  boundaries  of 
the  District,  including  testimony  from  all  interested  persons  for  or  against  establishment  of  the 
District,  the  extent  of  the  District,  the  levy  of  the  assessments,  the  furnishing  of  specific  types 
of  business-related  services,  improvements  and  activities,  and  other  matters  related  to  the 
District.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  may  waive  any  irregularity  in  the  form  or  content  of  any 
written  protest,  and  at  the  public  hearing  may  correct  minor  defects  in  the  proceedings.  All 
protests  submitted  by  affected  business  owners  and  received  prior  to  the  conclusion  of  the 
public  testimony  portion  of  the  public  hearing  shall  be  tabulated  to  determine  whether  a 
majority  protest  exists. 

Section  5.    The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  approves  the  form  of  the  Notice  of 
Public  Hearing  and  Assessment  Ballot  which  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  File  No.  061419. 

Section  6.    The  proposed  business-related  services,  improvements  or  activities  for 
the  District  include: 

District  Identity  and  Streetscape  Improvements,  Marketing  and  Promotions; 

Administration,  Organization  and  Corporate  Operations;  and, 

Contingency/Reserve. 

Examples  of  the  "District  Identity  and  Streetscape  Improvements,  Marketing  and 
Promotions"  special  benefit  services  and  costs  related  to  the  provision  of  these  services 
include  but  are  not  limited  to:  special  events;  marketing  and  promotions  strategies;  personnel 
related  to  marketing  and  promotions;  logo  development,  web  site  creation  and  maintenance; 
pedestrian  kiosks  and  way-finding  signage  system;  public  space  planning  and 
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implementation;  walking  map;  advertising;  branding  of  the  Fisherman's  Wharf;  historical 
markers  and  public  art;  replacement  and  upgrading  of  street  furnishings;  beautification; 
decorations;  parking  and  transportation  related  issues  for  visitors  and  employees; 
supplemental  trash  removal  in  the  public  rights  of  way;  security  and  maintenance  of  order; 
economic  development  and  transportation  issues;  other  public  right  of  way  special  benefits; 
and,  repayment  of  district  formation  costs. 

Examples  of  the  "Administration,  Organization  and  Corporate  Operations"  special 
benefit  services  and  costs  related  to  the  provision  of  these  services  include  but  are  not  limited 
to:  staff  and  administrative  costs;  insurance;  office  related  expenses;  financial  reporting;  and 
communications.  (These  costs  are  to  be  shared  with  the  existing  Fisherman's  Wharf  CBD.) 

Examples  of  the  "Contingency/Reserve"  special  benefit  services  and  costs  related  to 
the  provision  of  these  services  include  but  are  not  limited  to:  delinquencies  due  to  non- 
payment of  assessments  by  business  owners;  hardship  contributions;  and  unallocated 
reserves. 

Section  7.  Within  the  area  encompassed  by  the  proposed  District,  the  City  currently 
provides  services  at  the  same  level  provided  to  other  similar  areas  of  the  City.  It  is  the  intent 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  continue  to  provide  the  area  encompassed  by  the  District  with 
the  same  level  of  services  provided  to  these  other  similar  areas  of  the  City.  The 
establishment  of  the  District  will  not  affect  the  City's  policy  to  continue  to  provide  the  same 
level  of  service  to  the  areas  encompassed  by  the  District  as  it  provides  to  other  similar  areas 
of  the  City  during  the  duration  of  the  District. 

Section  8.    The  annual  assessment  proposed  to  be  levied  and  collected  for  the  first 
year  of  the  District  (fiscal  year  2006-2007)  is  $187,113.00.  The  amount  of  the  annual 
assessment  to  be  levied  and  collected  for  year  two  through  year  fourteen  (fiscal  year  2007- 
2008  through  fiscal  year  2020-2021 )  on  businesses  that  are  not  subject  to  the  gross  sales 
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assessment  formula  may  be  increased  from  one  year  to  the  next  by  a  percentage  that  does 
not  exceed  either  the  change  in  the  Consumer  Price  index  for  All  Urban  Consumers  in  the 
San  Francisco-Oakland-San  Jose  Consolidated  Metropolitan  Statistical  Area,  or  5  percent, 
whichever  is  less.  For  businesses  whose  annual  assessments  are  calculated  based  on  a 
gross  sales  assessment  formula,  year  two  through  year  fourteen  assessments  may  increase 
or  decrease  annually  according  to  their  reported  gross  sales.  In  no  event  shall  any  business 
be  assessed  more  than  $65,000  annually.  The  total  maximum  assessments  that  could  be 
collected  annually  for  the  district,  is  $500,000. 

Section  9.    The  Clerk  of  the  Board  is  directed  to  give  notice  of  the  public  hearing  as 
provided  in  the  Property  and  Business  Improvement  District  Law  of  1994  (California  Streets 
and  Highways  Code  §§36600  etseq.),  Section  16.112  of  the  San  Francisco  Charter,  and 
Section  67.7-1  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code.
